TOKYO (AP) - 
Red China 


indicated 
officially today that 


Defense Minister Marshal Lin 
Piao is now the country's No. 2 
man. It gave signs he might 
even be on a par with Mao Tze- 
tung himself. 


The New China News Agency 


said Lin, 59, standing "shoulder 
to shoulder" with Mao, 72, ad- 
dressed a million people in Pek- 
ing on behalf of Mao and the 
Central 
Committee 
of 
the 


Chinese Communist party. 


It described Lin as Mao's 


"dearest comrade." 


The official accounts, moni- 


tored here, did not say why 
Mao, appearing in a military 
uniform for the first time in 
years, did not speak for himself.

minister had pushed President 
Liu Shao-chi out of the No. 2 
spot came when Lin was offi- 
cially listed first after Mao. 


Liu was listed eighth among 


those on the reviewing stand at 
the rally in Peking's Gate of 
Heavenly Peace Square. He was 
not called upon to speak, al- 
though he had been the spokes- 
man for the Central Committee 
until the first of this month.

Mixup Treads 
on Delicate 
Ground

WASHINGTON

There's never been 
anything 


quite like it: the mixup over 
the right of the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities 
to call witnesses in its investiga- 
tion 
of protests against 
the 


American role in Viet Nam. 


And because it cuts across the 


most delicate kind of ground- 
the 
separation of government 


powers, in this case the separa- 
tion of the powers of the courts 
and 
Congress—almost 
surely 


nothing will come of it. 


Between the two world wars 


congressional 
investigations 


made headlines with inquiries 
into the Teapot Dome scandal, 
munitions, public lands. This 
was in the realm of business. 
After the war much of the in- 
vestigating took a more person- 
al turn. This was particularly 
true 
of investigations by the 


Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 


The committee was first set 


up in 1938 on a year-by-year ba- 
sis, 
became 
permanent with 


congressional action in 1945 and 
1946. 
It could investigate practi- 


cally 
anything from 
commu- 


nism and the German-American 
Bund to atheism. It often was 
accused of acting as prosecuting 
attorney and jury, rolled into 
one. 


Its tactics, like those of Sen. 


Joseph R. McCarthy, the Wis- 
consin Republican who headed a 
Senate subcommittee, were un- 
der attack for years. Some of 
the complaints the 
committee 


were that it exceeded its author- 
ity, that it was more interested 
in exposure than investigation, 
that it was trying to stifle free 
speech. 


But in 1957 the Supreme Court

Facing Some 
New Problems

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


economy still faces some nag- 
ging problems — high interest 
rates and the threat of further 
inflation — despite assurances 
from 
the Johnson administra- 


tion that it's strong and healthy. 


Since 
the 
beginning of the 


year, the pattern for prices and 
interest rates has been steadily 
upward. 
And 
the 
wage-price 


guidelines, one of the adminis- 
tration's 
major tools against 


inflation, now have been left for 
dead by their critics. 


Even 
the 
administration, 


which still clings to the guide- 
lines as official policy, is reas- 
sessing their value in the wake 
of this month's steel-price in- 
creases and an airline machin- 
ists' settlement which AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany has 


described as wonderful. 


The 
settlement 
was 
well 


above that prescribed by the 
guidelines. 


Administration leaders expect 


a lessening of some of the eco- 
nomic pressures later in the 
year, but at the present time 
inflation and high interest rates 
are under intensive government 
study. 


One top government econo- 


mist only Wednesday described 
the containment of inflation as 
perhaps the greatest challenge 
facing the administration in the 
year ahead. 


William 
H. Shaw, assistant 


secretary of commerce for eco- 
nomic affairs, 
urged not only 


restraint 
but also short-term 


sacrifices 
by both labor and 


management 
to keep inflation 


under control. 


And anti-inflationary pressure 


was exerted Wednesday by the 
Federal Reserve 
Board as it 


tightened credit restrictions an- 
other notch, only one day after 
commercial 
banks 
had upped 


their interest rate for favored 
customers to 6 per cent. 


The board raised from 5 to 6 


per 
cent 
the legal minimum 


that the commercial banks must 
hold against certificates of de- 
posit left for a specified peried. 


The new requirement, which 


goes into effect next month at 
several 
hundred 
banks 
with 


time deposits exceeding $5 mil- 
lion, means that for every $100 a 
bank obtains through a certifi- 
cate of deposit, it must set aside 
$6 as a reserve instead of $5. It 
can lend the remaining $94 to 
customers. 


A similar boost from 4 to 5 


per cent was voted by the board 
June 27. 


The 
new 
requirement, the 


board estimated, 
would reduce 


funds available for lending by 
banks by about $450 million.

Dewlett told a news conference 
Wednesday that the number of 
probable cases since July stood 
at 57, with two deaths possibly 
caused by the virus.

reached epidemic proportions. 


Three twin-engine C123 air 


craft arrived Wednesday 
from 


the 4500th Air Base Wing, Lang- 
ley Air Force Base, Va., to 
prepare for the spraying of an 
insecticide known as Malathion. 


The object is to kill swarms of 


the culex mosquito believed to 
be the carrier o f the St. Louis 
type of encephalitis which has 
hit this city of 750,000. 


Extraordinarily 
heavy rains 


which swamped Dallas in April 
are cited by health officials as 
one cause of the epidemic. The 
excess water created breeding 
grounds for mosquitoes.

Cabbage Rolls-From 
An Italian Family

The Italians who settled in California added greatly to that 


state's reputation for good eating. Among them was the De- 
Domenico family, who began as produce and poultry store- 
keepers and late'r became experts in pasta making. 


It was Lois DeDomenico, however, who thought up the 


idea of combining thin vermicelli with rice (another Califor- 
nia product) and packaging it as a mix. Here's her suggestion 
for using it in cabbage rolls. 


DeDOMEMCO CABBAGE ROLLS 


(Makes 6 to 8 servings) 


1 large head green cabbage 
2 cups tomato puree (two 


8-oz. cans) 


2 cups chicken broth, 


canned or made with 
chicken bouillon cubes 


lid canning jars

Prepare vermicelli and rice mix according to package di- 


rections. Cool. In a deep saucepan or in the bottom section of 
a Dutch oven, saute beef, onion and carrot in a little butter 
or margarine until beef is brown and crumbly. Drain off any 
excess fat from the beef. Stir in cooked vermicelli and rice. 


Remove core from cabbage and carefully pull off about 12 


leaves keeping them whole. Pour boiling water over leaves 
and allow to stand until cabbage leaves are wilted. Use 
vermicelli-rice mixture to fill cabbage leaves (more leaves 
may be needed, depending on their size). Roll up leaves, tuck- 
ing'in ends and fastening with a food pick. 


Pour tomato puree into the saucepan or Dutch oven in 


which meat mixture was cooked. Put in cabbage rolls. Shred 
two cups of the remaining cabbage and sprinkle over rolls. 


Add chicken broth. Cover tightly and simmer, stirring occa- 


sionally, about one hour, or until cabbage is tender. Add 
more chicken broth, if necessary, to keep rolls from sticking.

mark the spot of discovery in 
some fashion and notify police, 
the instructions 
said Wednes- 


day. 


The cylinder is less than an 


inch long and its diameter is the 
size of a dime. At one end of the 
cylinder is an engraved serial 
number, 155001. 


Hanson Blatz, director of the 


Office of Radiation Control of 
the New York City Department 
of Health, said the radium is 
dangerous only to someone who 
has been in close contact with 
the capsule for longer than 30 
minutes. 


Blatz said it would be particu- 


larly dangerous if anyone han- 
dled it or carried it on his per- 
son. 


Radiation 
from the capsule 


could cause burns that might 
result in cancer or some other 
disease, the public was warned.

Can Tolerate No Delay

I-ate summer and early fall 


are ideal times for exterior 
painting. But those pleasant, 
not-too-hot days can be fol- 
lowed quickly by wet blustery 
weather that will make paint- 
ing impossible.

preparation. No paint job is 
going to be any better than 
the advance work you put into 
it.

quite dirty. This is especially 
true under a roof overhang 
which keeps rain from wash- 
ing down the surfaces below. 


Wash these areas to remove 


as much dirt as possible. Use 
a strong detergent or a clean- 
er such as tri-sodium-phos- 
phate. Sometimes hosing off 
with a stiff, stream of water 
will do the trick. 


Gutters, 
downspouts 
and 


other metal surfaces should 
be checked for rust. A wire 
brush will remove most rust 
and sanding will finish the 
job. Once the metal is clean, 
paint 
with 
a 
good 
metal 


primer. The surface will then 
be ready for painting with 
the proper color trim. 


Be Prepared 


Have your e q u i p m e n t 


ready. Check ladders. Wooden 
ladders should be inspected 
for cracking or splitting. It's 
a good idea to place the lad- 
der flat on the ground and 
then tread heavily on each 
rung. If one is going to break, 
it's better that it break now. 


Brushes should be clean 


and ready to use. Soaking in 
linseed oil will help soften 
and condition them. 


See if you will need drop 


cloths and get them now. Use 
them to protect ornamental 
shrubs, paved areas. 


Discuss trim colors with 


your wife now. Don't wait 
until you have the job half 
done. Order your paint so that 
you don't have to stop and get 
more while p a i n t i n g . Al-

Sanctuaries 
in Viet Nam 
Non-existant

(AP) — There are no sanctu- 
aries in South Viet Nam for 
unarmed civilians. 


Almost daily, guerrilla war- 


fare takes its toll of civilian 
lives. Civilians are not even safe 
in the streets of Saigon. 


There are no statistics on ci- 


vilian deaths, but they run into 
the thousands. More are likely 


Incidents lasi week, including 


the bombing of a Mekong River 
delta village by U.S. Air Force 
jets with the death of 26 villag- 
ers and injury to another 124, 
emphasize the plight of the inno- 
cent civilian caught between the 
Viet Cong and allied forces. 


There have been other such 


bombings 
in 
which civilians 


were killed, unnoticed or un- 
known to the public. As one 
Vietnamese officer put it: "It 
happens all the time." 


Last 
September, 
U.S. jets 


dropped four bombs in the ham- 
let of Gia Linn in the southern 
portion 
of 
the 
demilitarized 


zone, 
and Vietnamese police- 


men reported that 20 persons 
were 
killed 
and 
10 
others 


wounded.

spokesman said the bombings 
were apparently the result of 
pilots 
incorrectly 
identifying 


The killing of civilians results 


from the way the war is con- 
ducted, the selection of weap- 
ons. 


Allied forces sometimes ap- 


pear to be less selective than 
the Vit Cong. The allies have 
airpower 
and artillery, svlule 


the Viet Cong have none. 


Whereas the Viet Cong might 


select for assassination one or 
two key leaders of a govern- 
ment-controlled 
village, South 


Vietnamese troops might call an 
air strike on d village to cut 
down a Viet Cong platoon 01 two 
-- 30 to 60 men.
